"The expression "a process . . . having a desirable ..." in Claim 1 5 is 
ambiguous and indefinite because the process is merely defined by * 
determining the relationship between denier and crimp take-up. It is found 
that ROC Patent Publications No. 472091 and 475013 and JP 1 1-189938 all 
disclose the relationship between denier and crimp take-up and their relevant 
expressions. Hence, Claim 15 is redundant and should be deleted." 
Submitted herewith are (a) TW 472091, (b) TW 475013, (c) US 6,495,254 Bl, which 
is a counterpart to TW 472091, (d) WO 00/55537A1, which is a counterpart to TW 475013, 
and (e) a translation of the Official Notification from the Taiwanese Intellectual Property 
Office. JP 1 1-189938 was submitted with the Information Disclosure Statement filed January 
29, 2002.
